Hundreds Combat Raging 9 in San Bernardino 
Mountains; Resorts in Danger Zone 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
DINO, Feb. 29.—On the crest of the San Ber- 
s tonight nearly 400 men, including a number of 
officials, were 3 crackling flames eating through the heavily 
timbered districts surrounding the municipal playgrounds. Shortly 
after nightfall rangers directing the fighters grouped their men along 
a two-mile front and waged a stubborn resistance against the flames 
that during the day swept hundreds of acres in the city's Devil Canyon

Women Income 
_ Taxpayers May 


A record number of income tax 
returns made by women probably 
will be filed this year in the Los 
Angeles internal revenue district, | 
judging from the number so far re- 
ceived, it was stated yesterday. 
Prominent among the women filing 
returns in the last week have been 
motion-picture actresses. In most 
instances they are reported to have 
paid their taxes in full for the year, 
the e running into five and six 
figures. 

The revenue department has 
called attention to the fact that 
in previous years many penalties 
have been imposed upon persons 
ha a gross income of $6000, 
who failed to file returns because 
their net income was less than the 
personal exemption to which they 
were entitied. It is pointed out 
that the revenue law makes it nec- 
essary to file a return on such gross 
income, regardless of the amount 
of the net income. The result of 
this provision of the law is that 
practically all persons engaged in 
the business of buying and selling 
merchandise or produce must make 
a return. A penalty of $1000 can 
be assessed for failure to do so.
